COLORED OITIZENd AS JUUOUS. 


Judge Christian of Virginia refuses to 


grnut tho petition of colored citizens thnt 
they be drawn ou the juries nud be treated 
ns other citizens whose names aro on tho 
poll-books. Judge ChriHtian says that the 
stnto of Virginia has tbe exclusive right to 
say who shall be drawn upon her juries, nnd 
tho legislature has ordered on him the duty 
of furnishing lists from which juries iu bia 
court shall be taken. 
Hu recognizes tho 


equality of the colored people before tho 
law, nnd that they nro ''liable" to serve on 
juries, and snys he will summon them for 
such service when he dooms it best for tho 
proper enforcement of tbo laws of tho com- 
monwealth. Tno only principle which has 
governed or will govern him heronftor in 
tho discharge of hia duty in selecting jurors, 
in thnt which will enable him to comply 
with tbe law, and nt tho same time secure 
tho best material for its proper enforcement.
